starving peasants. Itis reported that the 
princ! pal municipal authorities are to be 
dismissed In consequence of these disclos- 
gres. Three agents at Odessa have been 
arrested for having sold adulterated grain. 

The Russian monthly uropean Messenger 
contains such alarming accounts of the 
famine in Russia that It is astonishing how 
the paper succeeded in passing the Russian 
press censorship. The Messenger compares 
the present famine in Bussia with that in 
Ireland in 1846, and contrasts the measures 
adopted by the two Governments to alleviate 
the distress of the people, It says: ‘‘Nobody 
in Russia ever imagined that her economic 
condition was 60 wretched. Now that the 
state of affairs is revealed, only a madman 
would plunge the country into war or for- 
eign complications for years to come. ag 

The Messenger ridicules the stories of Rus- 
sian oppression of the Slavs. It declares 
that they are in much better condition than 
the Russian peasants. The charges of fraud 
by Germans and Jews, it says, are totally 
without foundation. 

The London Standard correspondent here 
gays: The Minister of the Interior is made a 
scapegoat for the official blundering in fam- 
ine affairs, and will probably be dfsmissed as 
a mark af the Czar’sanger. The government 
printing offices are printing tickets for four 
more lotteries, althoug& the recent lottery 
was an utter fallure.

Lonpown, Jan. 7.—Telegrams received here 
from Belfast this morning say that Lawrence 
Irving, the second son of Henry Irving, the 
actor, who accidentally or purposely shot 
himself yesterday afternoon after attending 
the rehearsal of ‘*‘The Merchant of Venice,’’ 
by Benson's Shakspeare Touring Co., in 
which play youngirving played the part of 
Lorenzo, is progressing favorably. The 
doctors inattendance upon the wounded man 
held a long consultation this morning and 
piscussed the sufferer’s chances of life. At 
the termination of their deliberations they 
announced that there was no immediate dan- 
wer, but that the patient must be kept quiet 
andaway from all visitors Sikely to put irri- 
tating questions to him. The bullet, which 
is Judged to have penetrated the apex of the 
lung, has been probed fur, but up to the 
dresent has not been exactiy located. It is 
Concluded that the leaden missile is lodged in 
the muscles of the back.

A BIG NAVY. NECESSARY TO BLAINE’s 
RECIPROCITY PLANS. 


He Thinks Warships Axe Serviceable in 
Extending and Retaining a Nation’s 
Commerce—The Pride of the Navy Test- 
ing Her Guns in the Waters of Gardner 


Bay. 


VALPARAISO, Chili, Jan. 7.—Naval officials 
and civilians generally applaud the action of 
the Administration in instructing Minigter 
Pedro Montt at Washington to withdraw the 
insulting letter of Senor Matta to him in re- 
gard tothe reference to CUhili’s comment on 
the President’s message. 

Matta’s circular, which was sent not only 
to Minister Montt but to all the Chilijan rep- 
resentatives in Europe, was couched all 
through in an offensive tone. For some 
reason Matta had a grudge to work out 
against the United States, and he availed 
himself of this circularto doso. The docu- 
ment was sent off by him without it having 
been submitted to President Montt or the 
other members of the Cabinet. In this dis - 
patch Matta declared that Secretary Tracy’s 
report and President Harrison's message 
were based on information whith was er- 
roneous or deliberately incorrect; that there 
was a want of exactness and frankness in the 
statements made in Washington ana that 
Mr. Egan had purposely communicated to 
him a note in aggressive and violent lan- 
guage. The dispatch concluded by saying 
that Matta 4vas as sure of Montt’s punctuall- 
ty as he was of the right and propriety of 
Chili’s acts and the final revolt ‘*in spite of 
intrigues that descend so low and of threats 
that come from so high.’’ 

In the Chamber of Deputies a discussion 
took place relative to the aboliti *@hillian 
Ministers in Europe on the groun there 
were now too many diplomatic senta- 
tives in foreign countries, and with a 
view to cut down expenses. In * se of 
the debate Senor Jqglio Zegaro, W advo- 
cating the withdrawal of Ministers from 
European and other countries, protested em- 
phatically against degrading or abolishing 
the United States Ministry.

THE KHEDIVE DEAD. 


Egypt’s Ruler Succumbs to Influenza— 
His Career. 

Carro, Jan. 7.—The Khedive is dead. He 
had been suffering from influenza, which de 
veloped intocongestion of the lungs. This 
was complicated with a cardiac affection and 
this afternoon he succumbed. 

Mohammed Tewflk, who has ruled Egypt 
since 1879, was born Nov. 10, 1852, and suc- 
ceeded to the vice-royalty upon the banish- 
ment of his father, Ismail Pasha. In 1866 
the Turkish Sultan permitted Ismail Pasha, 
in comsideration of a large sum of 


money, but in violation of the ancient and 
sacred custom, to abolish the Mohammedan 
law of succession, to which the oldest male 
A chee pm by the famliy is heir, and per- 
mits succession after the European fashion,in 
direct line. It was by. this law that Tewfik 
ascended the thrown instead of Abdul Asiz, 
a brother of Ismail, who is still livifig. 
The most important event of the reign just 
ended by the death ot Khedive Tewfik. was 
the rebeilion led by Arabi Pasha, one of the 
Khedive’s officers, which was finally sup- 
pewecee by British forces and ended in the

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BOTKIN IN PERIL, 


He Will Open. Court Protected by 
Friends With Winchesters. 


FOUR OF THE ASSASSINS OF SHERIFF 
DUNN IN CUSTODY. 


Kansas Militia in Possession of Spring- 
field and Askalon—They Will Strive to 
Preserve the Peace and Prevent. Blood- 
shed—Warrants Out for the Members 
of the Mob. 


SPRINGFIELD, Kan., Jan. 1.—The intense 
fever of excitement under which the people 
of this locality have labored since the mur- 
der of Sheriff Dunn appears to be subsiding, 
though feeling still runs high, Further 
trouble may possible follow; but it is thought 
it may be averted. Company H, under Capt. 
Beaton, arrived here at sundown last night 
and went into camp, A stop was made at 
Judge Botkin’s house and @ guard. left there 
over night to shield the members of his fam- 
lly while the Judge under escort of the 
soldiers came on here. : . 

This morning many armed men are seen 
on the streets with long Winchesters, but not 
one of them com posed thé mob who assassin- 
ated Dunn. The mob compfised fifty men, 
and has absolutely vanished. This morning 
it was stated that Judge Botkin will open 
court to-day, being protected by a strong 
guard. He will adjourp court immediately 
and proceed by wagon, protected by the 
guard,to Santa Fe, Kan., where court will be 
opened Tuesday morning. ’ 

There are now four prisoners under the 
guard of Company E in Arkalon twelve miles 
from here,who are supposed to be implicated 
in the ambushing of Sheriff Dunn and party 
near Springfield Tuesday morning; the last 
one was brought in at 10 o’clock this morning 
by Deputy Sheriff W. A, Custer, who arrested 
him some time during the night at the 
ranch of George Courhey, hear Fargo 
Springs. Estes is supposed to have been the 
one who drew up the map of the road and 
canyons in the vicinity of Judge 
Botkin’s residence and the town 
of Springfield; this map was submitted 
to the Citizens’ Alliance in Springfeld and 
Woodsdale, where the plot for the muruer of 
Judge Botkin was consummated, and were 
used by the ambushing parties in their 
journey tothe place of rendezvous Monday 
night. The County Attorney feels confident 
thathe has plenty of evidence to convict 
Estes, if by any chance a jury. Can be impan- 
elled in this coenty to try the murderers and 
conspirators. 

This morning the first organized effort to 
capture the conspirators was made by Deputy 
Sheriffs. Warrants have been sent. out after 
individuals in the different parts of the 
judicial district, and it ig expected that by 
to-morrow night a large number will have 
been taken into custody. Joseph Larrabee’s 
court stenographer and one of’ the men who 
was attacked when Sheriff Dunn’was’ killed, 
has been in the saddle almost constant 
Since the tragedy 
ing to secure 
Woodsdale crowd. After the ambush he 
mounted a horse, notified Judge Botkin of 
what had happened and then started fora 
long ride across the country in a roundabout 
way for Hugotonin Stevens County; his ob- 
ject was to raise u Sheriff’s posse there with 
oe to head off the party on its return 

ome. 

He arrived in Hugoton in the afternoon and 
numerous volunteers offered their services. 
The Sheriff, who formerly lived in Woods- 
dale, deciined to head the posse or give 
it authority to act for him. Ar- 
rabee was frantic, but powerless to do 
anything. He was finally compelled to leave 
the town and run his chances of getting back 
to Arkalon without an encounter with the 
lawless band that was patrolling the pral- 
ries. He reached Arkalon early this morn- 
ing after having had several adventures on 
the road. His horse was thoroughly ex- 
hausted and will probably dle, 

He was chased ten miles out of his course 
yesterday afternoon by a party of four 
Woodsdale men. Hewas tired upon many 
times, but he was out of range, and his horse, 
which is the swiftest in the Southwest, soon 
distanced his pursuers.

HISTORY OF THE FEUD. 


EVENTS WHICH LED UP TO THE PRESENT SITUA- 
TION IN SOUTHWEST KANSAS. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Jan. 7.—There has been tur- 
moil with periodical assassinations in 
Stevens County since 1888. Theorigin of thé 
vendetta, in which Judge Botkin is now pur- 
sued and will doubtless meet death, is a part 
of the history of the Southwestern Kansas 
border. It grew outof’the rivalry of two 
towns in Stevens for possession of the county 
capital. They were Hugoton and Woodsdale, 
An election was held to decide the matter 


and Hugoton won. The Woodsdale men de- 
clared fraud had been used and swore to be 
avenged upon the men who had perpetrated 
it. Col. Sam Wood, one of the most 
pana known men in the State 
was the founder of W oodsdale, its Mayor and 
the recognized leader of his townsmen and 
théir adherents. The quarrel grew until 
nearly every man in the county was upon one 
side orthe other. Fights, with minor casual- 
ties, were frequent. In 1s8s9the controversy 
reacheda climax in what has been known as 
the hay meadow massacre. A of 
Woodsdale men, under the lead of the no- 
torious Ed Short, who was Town Marshal 
under Mayor Sam Wood, determined to forcl- 
bly take possession of the county records at 
the Court-house at Hugoton and transfer 
them to Woodsdale. There were twenty-five 
desperate men with Short. Onthe way to 
Hugoton they were met by Sheriff Cross of 
Stevens County with a stron se. 

Ina parley which ensued the Woodsdale 
people said they hadno belligerent inten- 
tions and were only going down to the Indian 
Territory hunting. They marched down into 
the Territory and Sheriff Cross and his posse 
followea them. That same night @ battle 
ensued between the two parties, in which 
the Sheriff and five of his posse were killed. 
Most of the Woodsdale party were arrested 
On @ warrant issued from the United States 
Court at Paris, Tex., inthe criminal juris- 
diction of which is the Indian Territory. The 
trial resulted in conviction. The case was 
appealed tothe Supreme Court, where the 
veriict was reversed and the case remanded 
fortrial. The case ts still pending. 

After the killing of Cross and his men there 
was an abatement of murders until June 23, 
last, when James Brennan of Richfield 
County shot and killed Col. Sam Wood, 
Brennan was arrested, and after two at- 
tempts to give him a trialon the charge of 
murder he was taken back to the jail at 
Hutchinson to await the third and last at- 
tempt to secure a jury this month. 

At the trial of this man, Brennan, the mur-, 
derer of Wood, every man inthe county was 
impaneled as a juror, but only six men-could 
be found, and the case was postponed. Un- 
der the pecullar law of Kansasthe State can 
not take change of venue, and Brennan will 
go free without trial. 

Since Wood’s death, hostilities have ceased 
in Hughton and now apparently have been 
transferred over the boundary line into 
Steward County, which has been peaceful 
herefofore, though 'it has always been ac- 
knowledged that Springfield, the county seat 
of Steward, has been in: sympathy. with 
Woodsdale and Arkalon, the respective coun- 
ty seats in sympathy with Hughton. This 
feeling of favoritism, which unquestionabiy 
exists, bas evidently arisen to that point 
where it became uncontrollable, and the 
Springfeld people have gone in to help out 
the Wood le faction.

But it happened that a few days 
before the trial Short was Killed on atrain by 
one of the Dalton gang of train robbers whom 
he had captured in Indian Territory;and was 
conveying to Wichita.

Report That French and English Forces 
Will Clash at Tangiers. | 


LONDON’S STOCK EXCHANGE IN A STATE 
OF WILD EXCITEMENT. 


Rumor That a British Naval Officer Has 
- Been Warned to Re-Embark a Lande 
ing Party of Blue Jackets—The Report 
Thought te Be for Stock-Jobbing Pure 
poses. 


Lonpow, Jan..7.—The Stock Exchange to- 
day is in a state of wild excitement owing to 
a very warlike rumor. The report as spread 
is to the effect that the British war vessels at 
Tangiers have landed a force of Diue jackets 
and marinesatthat place. It is added that 
the French Admiral there has given the 
British Admiral notice that France gives 
England twenty-four hours in which to re- 
embark her landing party, and that if this 
isnotdone at the expiration of that time 
the French fleet will attack the British war- 
ships. 

It is supposed by some that this startling 
report is simply a canafd circulated by 
Bourse speculators, but the excitement pree« 
vailing shows how dangerous the situation in 
Morocco is believed to be. Inquiries made at 
the Admiralty andatthe Foreign Office fail 
to obtain a confirmation or a denial of the 
news referred to, but the report has spread 
with marvelous rapidity and is now the 
crazy topic of London. 

The report, though discredited on all sides, 
is causing a most dangerous feeling in the 
stock market. It is expected that an officta} 
contradiction of the reported landing will 
shortly be tssued from official sources. Many 
people of prominence express the opinion 
that the official contradiction has been too 
long Gelayed and say that the Government 
should leave no stone unturned in an en- 
deavor to track down and punish those who 
first circulated the rumor, ifit turns out to 
be untrue, as is most likely the case. 

The clubs’ and hotels’ smokingand read 
ing rooms are full of excited people eagerly 
discussing the situation and weighing the 
chances of war between France and Engiand, 
Yet, the very people who are feverishly talk- 
ing about this wild rumorand whoare thug 
helping to spread it, admit that there is 
probably not a great dealof truth inthe 
whole matter. It is reported that the mana- 
gers ofthe Stock Exchange have already 
started an investigation intothe spread of 
the warlike rgmor, and that the parties im- 
plicated in cireulating the canard, if it so 
proves, will be most severely dealt with. 

Advices recentiy from Tangier show 
that the Moorish mission sent to Touat tu ar- 
range annexation of the oasis to Morocco 
failed. The Touatans had reconsidered theif 
desire to have the Sultan of Morocco for their 
protector, and p 
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their failure to the Sultan, the latter was 
deeply incensed. The envoys were thrown 
into prison and subsequehtly, by the Sultan’s 
orders, they were strangled. 

Orders have been sent tothe Spanish Are 
senal at Gadizto hold a warship tn readiness 
to sail for Tangier. 

The question of landing British saflors at 
Tangier arises from the rebelilon among the 
native tribes in the vicinity of that city. Two 
British warships are lying off Tangier to pro- 
tect British interests there, and the British 
Minister, it has beep reported, warned the 
Governor of Tangter that if he could not 
guarantee the safety of the city against.the 
rebel tribes he (the British Minister) would 
havea force landed from the war ghips for 
that purpose. 

British gunboats and British troops were 
sent toTangiers, which is the real capital 
city of Morocco, although Fez holds that 
title, because ofthe revolt of Sultan Muley 
Hassan’s subjects in that city, the 
first news of which reached Gibralter last 
Saturday. It was state! that tho lives of 
British merchants and British residents were 
jeopardized bythe uprising, hence with its 
usual promptness ald wasat once sent by 
order of the London Government. 

Itis entirely probable, however, that En- 
gland saw in this revolt a good excuse 
to increase her foothold in Norsk 
Africa, and continue to fortify the important 
point of Cape Juby on the west coast of the 
Sahara, and improve her trade relations 
with the desert tribes. . 

It is wellknownthat France has deter«- 
mined to obtain and keep control of the Sa- 
hara Region, and has sent an 
armed force to Tonat to pre- 
vent its occupation by Muley Hassan, 
This move on the part of England is justiy 
reparded by Franceas a violation of the 
agreement between the two countries, re- 
cently, made, by which France was assured 
of a peaceful control of a great part of the 
Sabara region, the key to which is Tangiers,.

ON GARZA’S. TRAIL. 


The Revolutionist Said to Be Surrounded 
Near San Diego. 


A LARGE FORCE OF TROOPS MOVING TO 
EFFECT HIS CAPTURE. 


Good Prospect of a Brisk and Final En- 
gagement With the Border Outlaw— 
The Result of a Brush With His Fol- 
lowers Yesterday on the Rio Grande— 
Prisoners Rescued. 


San ANTONIO, Tex., Jan. 7.—A gentleman 
connected with the United States military 
service at this post is authority for the state- 
ment made this morning that the capture of 
Garza is regarded asa question of but afew 
hours, and while the officers here are guard- 
ing the secret very closely, it is reported that 
he has been located positively at a ranch 
eighteen miles from San Diego, and a force 
sufficient to insure his capture is now after 
him, having been sent this morning. 
He will either be captured or slain, probably 
the latter, ashe has boasted that he will 
never be taken alive, Itis believed that with 
hig death orcapture the revolution, if it can 
so be called, will come to a sudden termina- 
tion. 

The latest advices from the point which 
have been made public aretothe effect that 
a considerable engagement took place yes- 
terday evening between the United States, 
troops anda band of Garza’s troops at the 
La Joya crossing on the Rio Grande, in 
which the Garza men were put to fight, 
leaving a number of horses andarms in pos- 
session of the United States forces. The fight 
took place On the bank of the river and two 
of the bandits jumped into the river to make 
their escape. One ofthem was shot and the 
other taken prisoner by the Mexican troops, 
who had moved along the river fronton the 
Mexican side in conjunction with the United 
States forces. 

A later telegram from Gen. Reyes, com- 
manding the Mexican troops, says that a 
report had reached his headquarters that a 
detachment of American cavalry, escorting 
a lot of captured Garza men to Brownsville 
for trial by the United States Court, were at- 
tacked by acompany of Garza’s men below 
Edinburg and the prisoners rescued,

Proves Fatal 


| SAD TERMINATION OF THE ACCIDENTAL 


SHOOTING IN HIS OFFICE. 


plood Poisoning Set In and His Constitu- 
tion Could Not Stand Its Effects—How 
the Deplorable Accident Occurred— 
Sketch of the Young Lawyer’s Life— 
The Funeral Arrangements. 


attorney Frank Hicks died at 6:30 o’clock 
this morning at his residence, 38836 Chestnut 
street, from the effects of the bullet wound 
received Saturday, Dec. 19 last, at his office 
in the Laclede Building. The wound was ac- 
cidentally inflicted by himself. The ball 
struck him in the left Dreast 
and penetrating through the lung, lodged in 
the muscles of the back. The doctors said he 
hada fighting chance for his life, but blood 
polsoning ensued and he was unable to resist 


the fatal effects. 

The sad catastrophe occurred when 
vr. Hicks was in the act of. clean- 
ing the revolver, and was extracting 
the loads from the chamber, before 
he returned the weapon to Mr. James Darst, 
towhom it belonged. Mr. Hicks obtained 
the revolver from Mr, Darsta month before, 
on the occasion ofa visit of Mr. Hicks and 
his wife to Mr. Darstat his country home in 
Ferguson, Mo. Mr. Darst offered Mr. Hicks 
nis revolver to use if attacked by night ma- 
rauders on the lonely drive to the city. 

HOW THE ACCIDENT OCCURRED. 

“Mr. Hicks had no occasion to use the 
weapon. He recollected toreturn it on the 
fatal Saturday and the office boy was waiting 
totake itto Mr. Darst.

The wound was considered serious at the 
time, and fears of internal hemorrhage were 
entertaioed.

LARCENY OF LIGHT. 


Strange Charge Preferred Against a 
Market Street Merchant. 


GEORGE TEMPLE ACCUSED OF TAMPER- 
ING WITH A METER. . 


The Missouri Blectric Light & Power Co. 
Secure a Warrant for Petit Larceny 
Against Him-—His Alleged Method— 
Tie Garbage Ordinance to Be Tested— 
Other Police News. 


The old scheme of defrauding a@ gas com- 
pany by ‘‘going around the meter,’’: or con- 
necting the supply pipe with the pipes in the 
heuse by means of a hose, has been 
practiced on the Missouri Electric Light & 
Power Co., itis claimed, by George Temple, 
the hardware merchant at 2338 Market street. 
Mr. John Pike, Manager of the electric com- 
pany, secured a warrant for the arrest of 
Temple this morning, charging him with 
petit ,jarceny, and the arrest 
will be made this evening. 
The scheme isavery simple one, and Mr. 
Pike intimates that other arrests are to fol- 
low. About six months ago the company 
placed its wiresin Temple’s store and also 
put in a meter. The meter is a 
clock which runs > only when the 
current is turned fon, and registers 
the number of hours thecurrent is used in- 
stead of the number of feet as the gas-meter 
does. The wire carrying the current to the 
meter and the wire connecting with the 
lamps in the house run parallela few inches 
apart for several feet. Itis claimed Temple 
scraped the insulating material from these 
two wires and bridged them with another 
wire. This cut off fully 90 per cent of the 
current fromthe meter, it is claimed, and 
the inspector thinking sumething 
was wrong after three months had 

ssead, began an investigation which Is said 

o have revealed thescheme. Mr. Pike says

The Garbage Ordinance Questioned. 

L. A. Steber, attorney for Philip Schoen- 
acle, fied a motion in the Police Court 
this morning for a dismissal of the 
the case on the ground that the garbage 
ordinance is unconstitutional. Schoenacle 
was arrested by the police for collecting 


garbage in violation of the city ordinance, 
which provides that all garbage shall be 
given to the garbage contractors, who are to 
incenerate it by the Merzsystem. Several 
large hotels and restaurants selitheir gar- 
bage to private rendering works 
and are thus assured that the 
garbage will be removed promptly 
andin a cleanly manner. They claim the 
city contractors do not do this. The owners 
of the Merz system complainedto the police 
and orders were issued to arrest all persons 
not employed by the contractors for remov- 
ing garbage. Schoenacle was arrested under 
this order. Mr. Steber maintains that 
the city cannot dictate to the restaurant and 
hotel-keepers what they shall do with their 
garbage or compel them to give the refuse 
away when they can sell it. He also claims

Citizen Mansfield Did Not Tell All He 
Knew. | 


HE REFUSED TO ANSWER A NUMBER OF 
LEADING QUESTIONS. 


The Polytechnic Investigating Committee 
Baile to Learn by Whom the Reformer 
Was Hired to Prosecute Cases Against 
Certain School Directors—The Colonel 
Under a Strong Fire of Questions. 


It was Mansfield day yesterday before the 
School Board Investigating Committee, and 
the burly Commissioner of Jurors fairly rev- 
eled in the chance to talk at half a dozen 
men who had to sit still and Hsten to him. 
He bullied, patronized, insinuated,explained 
and cringed by turns, and was the antithises 
of the boss of all the newspapers and half of 
the city, as heretofore pictured by himself. 
When Commissioner Mansfield entered, the 
committee room, he graciously shook hands 
all round, not omitting President Bartholdt, 
and intimated that he had sevV- 
eral bombs with him which he 
intended to explode right in the midst of the 
committee—bombs that would just settle the 
entire Polytechnic business and blow it out 
of court, as it were. All the members of the 
comnmttee were present and, in addition, 
ex-Director Macklin, who has assumed a 
protectorate over the examinations, and 
from the vantage of his inside information 
renders valuable help in suggestions for 
cross-examination.

Two Young Men Confess Their 
When Arrested. 


W. K. Mitcherson and W. J. Kors were ar- 
rested yesterday atthe instance of the Mer- 
cantile Inspection Oo, for petty thefts in 
some of the leading dry goods stores of the 
city. The detective agency think they are 
members of a gang Which has been carrying 
on this species of robbery systematically, 
but there is no evidence to support their 


opinion. Two weeks ago Mr. D, Crawford 
received a note in a feminine hand 
warning him that he was be- 
ing robbed. A strict watch was 
laced on all the employes, and suspicion 
ellon W. K. Mitcherson. No evidence could 
be found against him, but Saturday he re- 
signed, The detectives resolved on a bold 
stroke yesterday and arrested him, He was 
very indignant at first, but when shown the 
letter received by Mr. Crawford broke down 
and made a complete confession. He im- 
plicated Kors and A. D. Sang, an employe of 
Crawford’s, Sang got wind of coming danger 
and litfout yesterday afternoon. He is sup- 
posed to have gone to Chicago. Kors, who 
was em ployed at Herzo Bros., 
was arrested there and brought to the 
Four Courts. He also broke down when 
arrested. The method employed by the 
youas men wasto steal goods during work- 
ng hours and conceal them in the lining of 
their coats. Each turned over about $20 
worth of haberdashery to the police. Kors 
accuse® Mitcherson of having induced him to 
commit the thefts. 

Kors is the young man who cut so impor- 
tanta figure in the attempted suicide and 
subsequent disappearance of Maggie Mathews 
amonthortwoago. When searched at the 
Four Courts last night her picture was found 
in his inner vest pocket. he young lady, it 
will be remembered, claimed to have been 
engaged to Kors and when he re- 
pulsed her, attempted suicide writing 
to him that life was unendurabie to her, 
Miss Mathews’ history is a very sad one. She 
was a strikingly bDeautitul girl, and when sh 
met Kors a few years ago, fell terribly in! 
with him. Shortly after she went to Lind 
wood College, where she studied painting, 
After returning to the city she made a trip 
Europe, which Kors asserts was done to hide 
an inaescretion. When he found this out on 
her return, he broke off their engagement. 
The girl’s family had moved to Albany, N.Y., 
and a few months ago she came to St. Louis 
and again pleaded with Kors to marry her. 
When he refused she went tothe house of a 
Mrs. Morse at St. Charles and, after writing 
him a heart-rending letter, attempted to 
commit suicide. She recovered and mys- 
teriously disap red. Her mother came on 
from New York, and detectives were em- 
ployed to look herup. But further than that 
she had gone South, no traces of her ve 

et been found, It was denied at the time by 
he authorities of Lindenwood that a Miss 
Mathews ever attended their school. The 
girl’s mother explained this while in the 
city saying she had gone by the name of 
Maggie Maflin while in St. Charies. o

’ @TAB-CHAMBER COMMITTES. 


The Figures fhowing the Necessity for 
Increasing the Cost of City Lighting 
Publico—Taxpayers Left in the Dark— 
~A Dangerous Development. : 


There is one feature of the progress 
of the Municipal Electric Lighting Co.’s 
pill asking for an increase in the contract- 
price for city lghting which will be 
interesting to watch, and which may 
well repay the closest public and private 
attention. This feature is the method by 
which the Municipal Co. proposes to ‘‘con- 
vince’* the Municipal Assembly that an in- 
erease from $74.9 per light to $130 per light 
will mean simply the establishment of a fair 
business profit on the Municipal Co.’s city 

Its duty to the public of course demands of 
the Municipal Assembly that before making a 
new contract tor the city lighting which will 
cost the city at least $2,000,000 additional, 
there shall be an official investigation made 
of the Municipal Electric Lighting OCo.’s 
books for proof that there is necessity for 
such an increase. The nature of this official 
investigation is of the greatest importance to 


the public. 

It should egpecially be: free from all sug- 
gestion of /‘star-chamoper’’ methods, secret 
investigations that might lead toa suspicion 
ora charge thatthe investigators were un- 
duly influenced by mean’ other than 
those used in a showing of i facts 
and figures from the company’s 
pooks. Where secret investigations are 
made in public measures, it does not take 
much to raise the cry of ‘‘boodle,’’ for the 
public Is entitled to all the facts concerning 
such measures andany attemptat suppres- 
sion of the full facts is suspicious on its face. 

A 8ECKET INVESTIGATION. . 

This feature of the situation in the city’s 
lighting contract with the Municipal Co. 
is made a matter of public interest by 
developments which arose in the case to-day. 
lt appears that the Municipal company itself 
is counting upon an investigation of its 
books, the Angeatn tacts of which shall be 
kept from the public. 

Post-DiIsPaATCcH reporter was -eent this 
morning to obtain from the officials of the 
Municipal Electric Light Co. a statement of 
the proofs they intended to submit, showing 
ing that an increase of $55 per light per year 
was necessary, as their bill in the Assembly

**It stands, asa matter of course,’’ said 
Mr. Campbell, **that the Municipal Co. does 
not expect the city to biindly accept the 
company unsupported statement that the 
city lighting contract is unprofitable at the 
present price.

SENATOR HILL’S POLICcy. 


Why It Is Not a Wise Policy tor the 
Democrats in Congress. 

From the New York WORLD. 

In the after-dinner speech with which he 
closed his term of service at Albany Senator 
Hill presented more compactly and a good 
deal more clearly than he did at Elmira the 
policy which he thinks ought to dominate 
Democratic action in Congress this year. 
This; it seems to the WORLD, was a mistako 

It would be unlikely tn any event that tne 
men in Washington who have won leadership 
by long service inthe National Legislature 
should look to Mr. Hill for Kuldec nce in this 

yatter at this time. He bas served long ang 
ably in State affairs and has been fitly chosen 
to represent the State inthe upper house of 
Congress, where he is expected to give 
strength to New -York’s voice in nationa) 
affairs. But he has had no experience in 
Congress or in the control of nationa) pol- 
ities. In the marking out of a policy for the 
House of Representatives such menas Mr 
Mills, Mr. Crisp, Mr. Springer, Mr. Wilson. 
Mr. McMillin and their associates in tho 
House, and Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Gorman, Mr. 
McPherson and others in the Senate, will 
naturally claim and exercise a larger share 
of influence than Senator liil! can at present 
expect to wield. And in Spite of the prestige 
with which Senator Hill will goto w ashing. 
ton the experienced national leaders of the 
Democracy are not likely to accept a party 
programme complete from the newest comer. 

But putting this consideration aside, the 
programme outlined by Senator Hil! ts no: 
one that ought to commend Itself to con. 
gress. Briefly, he would have the House 
pass bills repealing the Sherman silver act 
and the two McKinley laws. He would have 
it pass nothing else except the necessary 
appropriation bills. 

.His idea isgthat by passing these bills of 
repeal, which the Senate would certainly 
reject, the Democrats can force the fighting 
atthe ensuing presidential election on the 
single issue of hostility to the acts of the 
Billion Dollar Oongress with an improved 
prospect of success. 

To this plea there are several answers to be 
made, — 

The Democratic party needs something 
more and better than a policy of nega. 
tion as the’ basis of its appeal 
to the people. The great Democratic ma. 
jority in tbis Congress was sent there not 
merely to plan ‘‘issues’’ for the next cam. 
paign, but to do whatsoever it is possible to 
Go for the relief ofthe country. The people 
bave commiégsioned that majority not only to 
condemn the acts of the Billion Dollar Con- 
gress, but to undo those acts, so far as undo- 
ing may be inany wise possible. It isthe 
imperative duty of the Democrats in this 
Congress to use the utmost wisdom and 
sagacity they can command for the accom- 
plishment of practical legislation upon the 
lines indicated by the popular vote. They 
will be rightfully held accountable for any 
fallure to do this. 

Finally, Senator Hill’s programme would 
commit the party to doctrines ana policies 
which the party has condemned, and upon 
its condemnation of which the great victory 
of 1890 was won. 

Actually to repeal the two McKinley bills 
would be to restore the very condition of 
things against which the Democratic House 
n the Fiftieth Congress waged righteous 
war. Forthe House to pass simple repeal 
bills as an issue-making challenge would be 
to give formal Democratic approval to what 


jthe party has diligently struggled for years 


to overthrow as iniquitous. It would be to 
sanction the very schedules which the Mills 
bill attacked, and to accept the very prin- 


ciple of unjustly high and unequal protection 


against which all the party’s battles for 
years have been waged. 

Further than that, the repeal of the Mc- 
Kinley Dills, without the substitution of 
something wiser and more equitable in their 
stead, would restore the duties on sugar and 
the other articles made free by the present 
law. Does Senator Hill expect the Democrats 
in Congress to proclaim their party in favor 
of such a policy as that? 

Underlying the whole of Mr. Hill’s utter. 
ance is the assumption that the Democrats 
in Congress—great as their majority Is, and 
significant as itigof the popular desire for 
tariff? reform-—cannot accomplish any 
amelioration of tariff -conditions this year 
and ought not to attempt any. He thinks 
they can do nothing until the Senate and the 
presidency shall also come under Democratic 
control. ‘‘No new line can be written in the 
Federal law’’ by this Congress, he contends. 
He declares that ‘‘Democratic legislation by 
this Fifty-second Congress ig quite. im- 
possible.’’ 

This assumption of powerlessness is unwar- 
ranted, Itis not by any means certain that 
many new lines may not be written in the 
Federal law by this Oongress. It is inthe 
highest degree probable that much may be 
done to relieve the people of the oppressions 
of the McKinley act. It is the privilege and 
the duty of the Democrats in Congress to 
make the attempt in all sincerity and with 
the ptmost wisdom they can command. 

If they succeed they will have a substantial 
basis for their appeal to the people for larger 
powers of legislation to be used in further re- 
forming the oppressive system, If they fa!!, 
if they honestly make the eflort and are 
bafied in their purpose by the Republican 
Senate or President, there will bea stronger 
Democratic case to present in the campaign 
of 1892 than would otherwise exist.

Councilman at Serves Notice on 
a Street Railway Manager. 


FAIR TREATMENT FOR A SUSPECTED 
BILL ASKED BY CAPT. M’CULLOCH. 


Rumors That Money Has Been Used to 
Help a Measure Impede Its Progress— 
Councilman Wehner Says There May 
Have Been Some “Humbue”’ Em- 
ployed—Eagan’s Bills Hoodooed. 


When Capt. Robt. McCulloch, the manager 
of the Syndicate Street Rallway Lines, in- 
troduced bis second bill in the Council con- 
solidating the Cass avenue, the Northern 
Central and the Union lines, there was talk 


of boodle. 
Capt. Culloch’s first bill had been amended 


by the Railway Committee, with Councilman 
Albert Arnstein as Chairman till he declared 
he couldn’taccept it. Then the committee 
had summarily deposed Chairman Arnstein, 
refusing to give the Council apy good reason, 
and ti short time afterwards 


Capt. McCulloch had put in his 
bill again. The inference with 
many of the Councilmen was that money had 
Leen used in some way to facilitate the pas- 
sage of the bill. Councilman Arnstein might 
be excused for lending aneartothe stories 
thatcame to him. They were very thick 
about the Council Chamber. Councilman 
Andrew F. Hoolan had been from thefirsta 
friend of the McCulloch bDilland its advocate 


bofore the committee. 
SHAPING THE BILL SECRETLY. 

fle and the rest of the members of the com- 
mittee, except Councilman Arnstein, have 
put it through the amending stage as rapidly 
as possible, holding secret sessions of the | 
committee and consulting about it privately. 

Councilman Arnstein made no captious 
objections to the bill, but contented bimself 
with amending it fairly. The last meeting 
of the committee was a secret one, and the 
bili will be reported to the Council at its 
next meeting. It goes without saying that it 
will be closely scanned. It does not pro- 
vide for transfers, but as the com- 
pany was thus released from a great 
expense, Councilman Arnstein tacked on 
an amendment raising the yearly payments 
tothe city fromthe figure proposed by the 
other members of the committee. 

The new figures are 1% per cent of the gross 
earnings to 1895, 2 per cent to 1900, 2% to 1910, 
Sper centto 1920and 8% per centto 1935, 
which Councilman Arnstein makes 
the end of the franchise. Capt. 
MeCulloch wanted it 1940. In addition

Knew. 


HE REFUSED TO ANSWER A NUMBER OF 
LEADING QUESTIONS. 


The Polytechnic Investigating Committee 
Fails to Learn by Whom the Reformer 
Was Hired to Prosecute Cases Against 
Certain School Directors—The Colonel 
Under a Strong Fire of Questions. 


It was Mansfield day yesterday before the 
School Board Investigating Committee, and 
the burly Commissioner of Jurors fairly rev- 
eled in the chance to talk at half a dozen 
men who had to sit still and Hsten to him. 
He bullied, patronized, insinuated ,explained 
and cringed by turns, and was the antithises 
of the boss of all the newspapers and half of 
the city, as heretofore pictured by himself. 
When Commissioner Mansfield entered the 
committee room, he graciously shook hands 
all round, notomitting President Bartholdt, 
and intimated that he had sev- 
eral bombs with him which he 
intended to explode right in the midst of the 
committee—bombs that would just settle the 
entire Polytechnic business and blow it out 
of court, as it were. All the members of the 
comnmttee were present and,in addition, 
ex-Director Macklin, who has assumed a 
protectorate over the examinations, and 
from the vantage of his inside information 
renders valuable help in suggestions for 
cross-examination. 

Commissioner Mansfield broadly gave out 
his opinion thatthe whole proceedings were 
farcical,anyway ,and that the committee had 
nosortof legal standing. He loaded upa 
Pike County corn-cob pipe and proceeded to 
fumigate the room with ‘‘Nigger Heel’’ plug.

STOLE FROM DRY GOODS STORES 


Two Young Men Confess Their Guilt 
When Arrested. 


W. K. Mitcherson and W. J. Kors were ar- 
rested yesterday atthe instance of the Mer- 
cantile Inspection Co, for petty thefts in 
some of the leading dry goods stores of the 
city. The detective agency think they are 
members of a gang Which has been carrying

laced on. all the employes, and suspicion 
ellon W. K. Mitcherson. No evidence could 
be found against him, but Saturday he re- 
signed. The detectives resolved on a bold 
stroke onerwry and arrested him, He was 
very indignant at first, but when shown the 
letter received by Mr. Crawford broke down 
and made a complete confession. He im- 
plicated Kors and A. D. Sang, an employe of 
Orawford’s, Sang cot wind of coming danger 
and litjout yesterday afternoon. He Is sup- 
posed to have gone toChicago. Kors, who 
was em ployed at Herzo Bros., 
was arrested there and brought to the 
Four Courts. He also broke down when 
arrested. The method employed by the 
oung men wasto steal goods during work- 
ng hours and conceal them in the lining of 
their coats. Each turned over about $20 
worth of haberdashery to the police, Kors 
accuse® Mitcherson of having induced him to 
commit the thefts. 

Kors is the young man who cut so impor- 
tanta figure in the attempted suicide and 
subsequent disappearance of Maggie Mathews 
amonthortwoago. When searched at the 
Four Courts last night her picture was found 
in his inner vest pocket. he young lady, it 
will be remembered, claimed to have been 

to Kors and when he re- 
puls attempted suicide, writing 
to him that life was unendurabie to her, 
Miss Mathews’ history isa very sad one. She 
was a strikingly beautitul girl, and when she 
met Kors a few years ago, fell terribly in love 
with him. Shortly after she went to Linden- 
wood College, where she studied painting. 
After returning to the city she made a trip to 
Europe, which Kors asserts was done to hide 
an inaescretion. When he found this out on 
her return, he broke off their- engagement. 
The girl’s family had moved to Albany, N.Y., 
and a few months ago she came to St. Louis 
and again pleaded with Kors to marry her.

Its duty to the public of course demands of 


the Municipal Assembly that before making a 
new contract tor the city lighting which will 
cost the city at least $2,000,000 additional, 
there shall be an offictal investigation made 
of the Municipal Electric Lighting Oo.’s 
books for proof that there is necessity for 
such an increase. The nature of this official 
investigation is of the greatest importance to 


the public. 

It should especially be: free from all sug- 
gestion of ¢‘star-chamoper’’ methods, secret 
investigations that might lead toa suspicion 
ora charge thatthe investigators were un- 
duly infivenced by means other than 
those used in a showing of i facts 
and figures from the company’s 
books. Where secret investigations are 
made in public measures, it does not take 
‘much to raise the cry of ‘‘boodle,’’ for the 
public Is entitled to all the facts concerning 
such measures andany attemptat suppres- 
sion of the full facts is suspicious on its face. 

A SECKET INVESTIGATION. 

This feature of the situation in the city’s 
lighting contract with the Municipal Co. 
is made a matter of public interest by 
developments which arose in the case to-day. 
lt appears that the Municipal company itself 
is counting upon an investigation of its 
books, the cog J tacts of which shall be 
kept from the public. 
Post- DISPATCH reporter was -e¢ent this 
morning to obtain from the officials of the 
Municipal Electric Light Co. a statement of 
the proofs they intended to submit, showing 
ing that an increase of $55 per light per year 
was necessary, as their biil in the Assembly 
fates. to give the company aé_é fair 

siness profit on its contract. Mr. James 
Campbe until recently president of the 
Munici Co. and still In its board, was seen 
on this point.. 

‘*It stands, asa matter of course,’’ said 
Mr. Campbell, ‘‘that the Municipal Co. does 
not expect the city to biindly accept the 
com y’s unsupported statement that the 
city lighting contract is unprofitable at the 
present price. We expect to back that state- 
ment with proofs as shown on our books, 
that the business has been u’.satisfactory. We 
expect the Municipal Asserably to appoint an 
investigating committee to examine our 
books for that purpose.

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% SENATOR HILL’S POLICY. 


‘Why It Is Not a Wise Policy for the 
z Democrats in Congress. 
From the New York WoRLp. 
Im the after-dinner speech with which he 
closed his term of service at Albany Senator 


| Hill presented more compactly and a goog 


deal more clearly than he did at Elmira tne 
policy which he thinks ought to dominate 
Democratic action in Congress this year. 
This, it seems to the WORLD, was a mistake. 

It would be unlikely in any event tnat the 
‘men in Washington who have won leadership 
by long service inthe National Legisiature 
should look to Mr. Hill for guide nce in this 

atteratthistime. He bas served long ang 
ably in State affairs and has been fitly chosen 
to represent the State inthe upper house of 
Congress, where he is expected to give 

| to New York’s voice in national 
affairs. But he has had no experience in 
Congress or in the control of nationa) po}. 
itics. In the marking out of a policy for the 
House of Representatives such menas Mr. 
Mills, Mr. Crisp, Mr. Springer, Mr. Wilson 
Mr, McMillin and their associates tn tho 
House, and Mr. Carlisle, Mr. Gorman, mr. 
McPherson and others in the Senate, will 
naturally claim and exercisea larger share 
of influence than Senator 1111 can at present 
expect to wield. And in spite of the prestige 
with which Senator Hill will goto Washing. 
ton the experienced national leaders of the 
Democracy are not likely to accept a party 

gramme complete from the newest comer. 

But putting this consideration aside, the 
programme outlined by Senator Hill {s no: 
one that ought to commend Itself to Con. 
gress. Briefly, he would have the House 
pass bills repealing the Sherman silver act 
and the two McKinley laws. He would have 
it pass nothing else except the necessary 
appropriation bills. 

His idea isthat by passing these bills of 
repeal, which the Senate would certainly 
reject, the Democrats can force the fighting 
atthe ensuing presidential election onthe 
single issue of hostility to the acts of the 
Billion Dollar Congress with an improved 
prospect of success. 

To this plea there are several answers to be 
made, _ 

The Democratic party needs something 
more and better than a policy of nega. 
tion as the’ Dbasis of its appeal 
to the people. The great Democratic ma- 
jority in tbis Congress was sent there not 
merely to plan ‘‘issues’’ for the next cam. 
paign, but to do whatsoever It is possible to 
do for the relief ofthe country. The people 
have commiégsioned that majority not only to 
condemn the acts of the Billion Dollar Con- 
gress, but to undo those acts, so far as undo- 
ing may be inany wise possible. It isthe 
imperative duty of the Democrats in this 
Congress to use the utmost wisdom and 
sagacity they can command for the accom.- 
plishment of practical legislation upon the 
lines indicated by the popular vote. They 
will be rightfully held accountable for any 
failure to do this. 

Finally, Senator Hill’s programme would 
commit the party to doctrines anda policies 
which the party has condemned, and upon 
its condemnation of which the great victory 
of 1890 was won. 

Actually to repeal the two McKinley bills 
would be to restore the very condition of 
things against which the Democratic House 
n the Fiftieth Congress waged righteous 
war, Forthe House to pass simple repeal 
bills as an issue-making challenge would be 
to give formal Democratic approval to what 
the party has diligently struggled for years 
to overthrow as iniquitous.

Underlying the whole of Mr. Hill’s utter. 
ance isthe assumption that the Democrats 
in Congress—great as thelr majority is, and 
significant as itigof the popular desire for 
tari®? reform—cannot accomplish any 
amelioration of tariff -conditions this year 
and ought not to attempt any. He thinks 
they can do nothing until the Senate and the 
presidency shall also come under Democratic 
control. ‘‘No new line can be written in the 
Federal law’’ by this Congress, he contends. 
He declares that ‘‘Democratic legislation by 
this Fifty-second Oongress ig quite im- 
possible. yy 

This assumption of powerlessness is unwar- 
ranted, Itis not by any means certain that 
many new lines may not be written in the 
Federal law by this Congress. It is in the 
highest degree probable that much may be 
done to relieve the people of the oppressions 
of the McKinley act. It is the privilege and 
the duty of the Democrats in Congress to 
make the attempt in all sincerity and with 
the ptmost wisdom they can command.
